Bells of Horror Ringing 
Again in Moscow 



Benewed uncertainty over the timing and risks of Presi- 
^^ent Boris Yeltsin's heart bypass operation has left 
Russia in limbo while the world, particularly the region, 
clearly hears bells of honor from Moscow. 

Russia's stockpile of deadly nuclear weapons, gnrf the 
fact that nuclear 'button' temoias in the hands of the 
Kremlin chief are the causes of serious concern among the 
regional countries. It is believed that Russia's nuclear 
weapons are capable of destroying the entire world. 

Uncertainty over the health of Yeltsin had been looming 
over the Russian political scene even before his 
second-term presidential election in July. But the situation 
in Russia became more alarming after Yeltsin's surgeon, 
Renat Achkuiin, announced yesterday that his patient 
might not be healthy enough to undergo the bypass and 
also revealed that the president, who had two heart 
attacks last year, suffered yet another attack just before 
his July 3 re-election victory. 

The deteriorating physical state of Yeltsin intensified the 
power struggle and rivals such as Co mmunis t Leader 
Gennady Zyuganov, Prime Minister Viktor Chemoznyidin 
and Security Chief Alexander Lebed ore now faring their 
eyes on the Kremlin. 

In piindple, leaders come and go and one should not 
interfere in other people's affairs by suggesting who they 
should elect as their leader. The issue of who will be the 
next Kremlin leader is entirely the business of the Russian 
people. 

But unfortunately the situation is not as simple as the 
principle of non-inteiference in other countries' affairs. 

Change of leadership in Russia, in the last hundred 
years, has been followed by bloody purges of opponents, 
a factor vihjfh is responsible for global skepticism 
regarding calm and orderly transfer of power in that 
country. 

True, Russia did get rid of the dictatpzial system of 
communism, but we should not lose sight of the fact that 
democracy takes its own time. After seven decades of a 
dictatorial regime, one should not expect full-fledged 
democracy in Russia overnight. 

Leaders such os Zyuganov, with their nostalgia-soaked 
vision of a secure former superpower, could create a 
worsening low and order situation in that country. 

Russia's former Defense Minister Pavel Grachev and 
tough talking Gen. Lebed could easily add fuel of 
uncertointy to the burning issue of the future of Kremlin's 
leader. This uncertainty, together with fears regarding the 
safety and security of nuclear weapons in Russia, 
constitute a major global concern. 

The bells of horror are being heard again, and 
ironically, there is no standard response except to keep 
our fingers crossed.

Havanirooz Sets 
New Records 


THAMEN

TEHRAN - A major part of victo- 
ries gained during the 8-year Iran- 
Iraq war was indebted to 
Havanirooz (Army Airborne 
Unit), Brigadier General Kazem 
Tafreshi told IRAN NEWS here 
yesterday. 

Tafreshi, deputy commander 
of the Havanirooz. said, "The 
Havanirooz and the Air Force 
were the only forces which stood 
against Iraq immediately alter its 
aggression on Iran." 

These two forces bought time 
for 5 days until the Ground Forces 
arrived on the scene of batUe, he 
explained. 


Havanirooz operatioi^ during 
the war outpaced prevalent mili- 
taiy standard across the, world, he 
noted adding, "We transformed 
the theories of using helicopters 
during the war and we set new 
records.” 

"As an instance, night-time 
helicopter flights were difficult 
tasks carried out by our pilots. In 
1362, during the Val-Fajr 8 and* 
Khaybar Operations, we had to 
resort to this technique for udiich 
our personnel had no previous 
training, " he elaborated. 

Tafreshi said, "Alter the Revo- 
lution, when the American advis- 
ers left die country, they were 
under the impression that we 
could no longer use our helicop- 
ters." 

"But after they left the country, 
we succeeded in making full use 
of our domestic facilities. At the 
time, we had 20 percent of the 
technical know-how needed for 


using and maimaining helicop- 
ters,” he stressed. 

"But through ardent efibrts, we 
succeeded in mastering this spe- 
cialty," Tafreshi pointed out. 

"Our 2 14 helicopters were con- 
standy rendering services and pro- 
viding air cover to the Ground 
Forces during die war. In fact, ,the 
helicopters played an undeniable 
role in the war," the deputy edm- 
mander said. 

"Right now, we have 1(X) tedi^ 
nical specialized fields at the 
Havanirooz and we do not rely on 
aity foreign country for rq>airs 
and mahHenance of our helicop- 
reis," he noted. 

Director jof the Self-Suffi- 
ciency Jihad of Havanirooz Colo- 
nel Hussein Thmnen also ^ke to 
IRAN NEWS here yesterd^. 

Thamen said, "We have done 
much to keep our helicopters com- 
bat ready. Since the start of the 
war until the present day, our helt-

copters have never been out of 
service." 

"Among activities in our de- 
partmenL, I can refer to constnic- 
don of a Chinook simulator marie 
out of the two war-damped Chi- 
nooks.

Foreign Minister Threatens Court Action Against Germany 


FRANKFURT, GERMANY 
(AP) - Iran may take Germany to 
court • for allegedly helping Iraq 
develop chemical weapons in. the 
1980$ - if a Berlin judge convicts 
the Tehran government of com- 
plicity in the 1992 murder of four 
Kurdish opposition figures, Iran’s 
foreign minister warned in a news- 
paper interview’! 

In yesterday’s Frankfurter AIJ- 
gemeine Zeitung, Foreign Minis- 
ter Ali Akbar Velayati said both 


countries should '’'’act smart” to 
avoid “endless conflicts” from 
the trial. 

An Iranian and four Lebanese 
men are being tried on charges of 
gunning down Sadiq Sharafkindi, 
an Iranian Kurdish leader, and 
three aides in the Mykonos Res- 
taurant in Berlin on Sept. 17, 
1992. 

Former Iranian President 
Abolhassan Banisadr. who has 
lived in exile in France since being 
overthrown 15 years ago. testified 


last month that Iran's ^iritual 
Leader had signed the order to 
assassinate Sharaflrindi. 

Chief federal prosecutor Bruno 
lost said Banisadr's testimony 
could. lead to an investigation of 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei as well as 
President Hashemi Rafsanjani. 

Tehran has consistently denied 
any role in the IdUings of ringin g 
of Iranian 0 ]^x)sition activists. 

Velayati said Iran would not 
consider breaking diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany if it is dis- 


pleased by the verdict. 

But he said if the Berlin judge 
convicts Tehran, then Iranian 
courts could rule on acts of the 
German government. For exam- 
ple, he said, Iran could seek dam- 
ages from Germany for the 
victims of Iraqi poison gas during 
the Iran-Iraq war in the 1980s. 

‘'Germany helped Baghdad de- 
velop chemical weapons,” Ve- 
layati- said. "Thousands of 
Iniiiiadsaie still suffering the con- 
sequences."

The Second Rve Year Development Plan 

T he Second Rve Year Plan (hereinafter called the 'Sec- 
ond Ran’) was drawn up specifically with the achieve- 
ment and failures of the Rrst Ran In mind. The Second Plan 
projects thaAhr the period of March 1994 to March 1999, 
development and administrative expenditures will total 
$135.5 billion, nearly nine times higher than the expendi- 
tures accommodated by the Rrst Rve Year Plan. The Sec- 
ond Ran is based on projected oil revenues of $86.5 billion 
and tax revenues of $^.4 billion. 

Priorities of the Second Plan include completion of infra- 
structure and development projects initiated under the Rrst 
Plan including the allocation of some $59 billion to develop- 
ment projeerts, 1 1 .4 times higher than revenues allocated to 
the same sector under the Rrst Plan. The allocation of over 
$76.4 billion towards social, administrative and other expen- 
ditures represents an increase of over 58(^ercent 
The significance accorded to developm^ projects in the 
S^nd Plan indicates a focus towards the need to attain 
self-sufficiency of industrial and human resources. This 
concept finds its roots in Iran’s Constitution as alluded in 
Chapt^ One. The Second Plan also appears somewhat 
conservative on revenue estimates in light of the Rrst Plan's 
inability to attain projected revenues as a result of the slump 
in oil prices during the Rrst Plan. This more conservative 
approach is expected to strike a better balance between 
revenues for the 1994-1999 Plan period where a reduction 
In budgetary deficits of some B2.6percent lower than the 
Rrst Ran is envisaged. 

It is believed that during the period of the Second Year 
Plan, ongoing and newly commissioned projects that were 
initiated during the Rrst Ran will have matured to the point 
so as to start contributing to the national income, further 
increasing the flow of revenue. This projection can be best 
exemplified by the fact that key investments under the First 
Plan have led to increased oil production, refineries, petro- 
chemicaf, communication systems, railroads, sea and air 
networks and heavy industry have already began to contrib- 
ute to the national income. These achievements can be 
exemplified in such sectors as the steel and petrochemicals 
sector as evidenced by the end of imports of these products 
and the export of surplus output 
Foreign Trade: ^sed on the estimates made in the 
Second Ran, the foreign exchange earned from oil is esti- 
mated to be $72,658 million and the earnings from the 
export of non-oil products is expected to amount to $27,527 
million. As such a sum of $91 ,979 million has been set aside 
spedficalfy for import during the Second Five Year Plan 
n^ecting a yearly increase of 4.3percent per year. 

Oil^on-OU Exports: Oil Exports: During the Second 
Plan, the average annual export of oil is expected to grow 
by 3.4percent and that of non-oil products by 8.4 percent 
Population: Iran’s population is expected to stand at 
68,900,000 persons by 1999. Taking into account the fig- 
ures mentioned for capital investments combined with na- 
tional production during the Second Ran, the number of 
newly created jobs in 1999 will stand at 1,632,000. Through 
the years -1995 to 1999 a total of 2,019,000 new jobs are 
exp^ed to offer new employment opportunities. 

Money & Credit The net foreign assets and net assets 
of the Central Bank of Iran (CBI) during the Second Ran are 
to remain unchanged. Consid^ng an expected net debt of 
3.8 percent to the CBI and a net debt of 18. 1 by Government 
to the CBI and a growth of 33.6percent in bank loans to the 
CBI, liquidity is expected to increase by 12.5 percent Taldng 
into account the growth in GNP and liquidity, the average 
annual rise in prices is expected to stand at 12.4 percent *

The 
threat hanging over their head was deportation and a fine for working 
illegally. Our countrymen were in a desperate situation and had to 
surrender to the demands. 

Again, iiwas Iran's fault for not organizing them into groups, sending 
them on contracts with health insurance, etc.. They were made a prey 
for cnminal gangs in Japan. It was also Japan's fault for not admitting 
them legally to work or taking the necessary precautions to protect them 
(fom all sorts of evil.

Algerian Opposition Rejects

ALGIERS, ALGERIA (AFP) - 




Algeria's mtun opposition parties 
yesterday reject^ an offer by 
President Liamixie Zeroual to take 
part in a coalition govenunent and 
enter the country's transitional 
legislature. 

Zeroual said at the weekend 
that consultations were underway 
to enlarge the gdvemment and the 
country's transitional legislature, 
the official APS news agency re- 
ported. 

"Proposals have been made to 
this effect to political parties," he 
told a press conference Satur- 
day. 

Zeroual did not specifically 
namp any parties, but said the 
enlargement could include those 
that bcyconcd last week’s national 
political conference which set out 
a framework for political plural- 
ism in Algeria. 

The former ruling National 
Liberation Front (FLN) said it had 
agreed to Zcroual’s proposal, but 


only if it received "more than two 
minisierial posts,” saying its will- 
ingness to join the government 
without insisting on leading it was 
"already a sacrifice." 

But the Socialist Forces Front 
(FFSl said its presence in the en- 
larged government or in the tran- 
sitional legislaiure was "out of the 
question." 

"The government aims at re- 
storing an authoritarian regime 
with a legal cover." it said. 

The iransiiional legislature has 
replaced Algeria's Parliameatary 
Assembly since the cancellation of 
elections in 1992 which the now- 
batmed Islamic Salvation From 
(FIS) were poised to win.

which an estimated 50,(XX) people 
have died.

One Dead, Five Held, 
Explosives Seized as Police 
Foil IRA Attack 


LONDON. ENGLAND (AFP) - 
British anti-terrorist police yester- 
day shot dead one man and ar- 
rested five others in London and 
southern England swoops that net- 
ted some 10 tons of explosives 
they said were pan of an imminent 
fRA bomb attack. 

London Police Commissioner 
Paul Condon said up to 10 tons of 
"ready for use" explosives were 
seized in coordinated raids in west 
and southwest London and in Sus- 
sex, along with two lorries and 
three Kaiashotkov automatic ri- 
fles. 

He said two handguns and a 
large quantity of ammunition were 
also seized, along with "an array" 
of bomb-making equipment, two 
pounds of Semiex coromerciai ex- 
plosive. detonators and a number 
of other vehicles. 

Police earlier said one suspect 
was killed in a shoot-out with anii- 
lerrorisi officers during the pre- 
dawn raids, and that five others 
were arrested, and that further 
searches were being carried out in 
northern England. 

Condon said the raids bad frus- 
trated an aitempi by the IRA to 
cany out "significant and imme- 


diaie attacks on members of the 
public, which were designed to 
lead 10 loss of life, serious damage 
and disruption." 

Prime Minister John Major 
said be was "absolutely delighted 
by the success of the security 
authorities in foiling the IRA's 
latest plans to attack the people of 
this country os they go about their 
daily lives. 

"The discovery of these plans, 
and the huge stocks of explosives 
and arms, put in ihcir proper con- 
text professions of peaceful imen- 
lions by Sinn Fein's leaders and 
speculation about a new IRA 
cease-fire.” he said in a siaiemeni 
released by 10 Downing Street. 

"It remains impossible to rec- 
oncile Sinn Fein's rhetoric for 
“peace with the IRA's preparations 
for murder." be said. 

Gerry Adorns, president of 
Sinn Fein, the IRA's political 
voice, said the seizure of explo- 
sives 'presents great challenges 
for everyone.

Farmworkers Are Bottom of 
World Wa ge-Eaming League

GENEVA (AfP)- - Fannwoikers 
are bottom of the league of the 
world’s wage-eaniBis, existing 
well below the poverty line in 
most countries, the Internationai 
Labor organization (ILO) said 
Monday. 

The U.N. bo(ty said in a report 
that in 40 percent of the 45 coun- 
tries it had reviewed farmworkers 
did not even receive a subsistence 
wage. Most had no social security 
protection and many were ai seri- 
ous risk fiom pesticides. 

The report was issued as lepic- 
sentatives of employers, workers 
and trade unions prepared to dis- 
cuss the problem in an ILO-or- 
ggniyftri coofetence here from 
Monday to Friday. 

The ILO noted that farm labor- 
ers on average worked for only 
175 days a year, being left virtu- 
aity without income for the rest of 
the time. In 18 of the 45 countries 
covered, real wages had fallen in 
the past decade and in eight others 
they had not progressed. 

The report estimated at 440 
millio n the number of wage-earn- 
ing farmworkers in the world out 
of a total of 1.1 billion in the sec- 
tor. a third of them w'omen and 
another thiid children in some de- 
veloping countries. 

Nearly 80 percent are in Asia 
(60 percent in China and India 
aloiB), followed by 14.3 percent 
in .Africa and 3.6 percent in Latin 
America. 

Highlighting the danger from 
pesticides, the ILO said that even 
in tte United Slates the U.S. envi- 
ronmental protection agencj' 
classed agriculture as one of the 
three most dangerous acthities 



and put the number of those poi- 
soned each year at tens of thou- 
sands. 

In Costa Rica, the report said. 
4.5 percent of the agricultural 
woikfoice suffered similaily each 
year. 

The ILO said laborers were 
also at greater risk from accidents 
while woridng or during transport 
to and from the fields, often 
packed into trucks in "inhuman" 
conditions. 

The ILO put the subsistence 
wage level at the ability to pay for 
a kilo (2.2 pounds) of basic food 
grains with the income from an 
hour's woik. 

This capacity varies from five 
minutes in Sweden to more than 
six hours in the central African re- 
public, with India being the aver- 
age at 37 minutes. 


In five out of 12 de\cloping 
countries with high rural popula- 
tions that were analyzed - Brazil. 
Guatemala. Honduras, the Philip- 
pines and Zambia - more than half 
of farmwoikcrs were below this 
po^’Crt^' line.

In the past decade fannwotk- 
ers’ real wages had risen by 30 
percent or more in just six coun- 
tries. .Argentina, Colombia.

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Exploring Options to 
Stop Snoring 


BY DB. ALLAN BRUCKNEIM 
QUESTION: Though my husband 
would deny this, 1 am the one who 
suffers from his low-rumbling, 
nil-powerful . nightly symphony of 
snores. It is getting worse as the 
years go on. and I am losing a lot 
of much-needed sleep. 

An article in our local paper 
mentioned a new laser technique 
to rid snorers of the roar, but 
before 1 showed ii to Hubby. I 
thought I would ask your opinion. 
Is this a new technology miracle 
that is the answer to a suffering 
wife's prayers? I hope your an- 
swer will be a resounding *yes!‘ 

ANSWER: Will you settle for a 
calm, soft-spoken "maybe"? Yes. 
there is a laser answer to snorers. 
but not all snorers are the same, 
and the underlying causes of your 
husband's serenade must be deter- 
mined first. 

The horrible snoring sounds 
come from the fluttering of tissues 
located in the air passage that relax 
as the snorer drills off into sleep. 
The soft tissues located in (he roof 
of Che mouth, as well as fhe 
tongue, the throat and the uvula 
(the little bit of tissue that hangs 
down from the back of the roof of 
the mouth) all can obstruct the air 
flow if they relax too much. En- 
larged tonsils or . adenoids may 
also obstruct air flow and contrib- 
ute to the sound. 

A few fiTSt-line defenses can be 
tried to reduce or eliminate the 
snoring sounds. They include los- 
ing weight, sleeping on the side or 
treating nasal congestion or ob* 
sirucrions. Limiting the use of al- 
cohol before bedtime, or 
eliminating tranquilizers or anti- 
histamines used to bring on sleep 
may also help. These chemical 
depress the reactions of the central 
nervous system, which may pro- 
voke excessive muscle relaxation

fait, you may wish to think of 
surgery. 

Surgery is directed to reducing 
the that r_an be cauripg the 
to vibrate Airing breathing, 
prov'oking the sound. With ordi- 
nary surgical procedures, a hospi- 
talization is required and the 
excess tissue is cut and trimmed 
away so Aat the air are 

listened up. lt*s a painiul experi- 
ence. with three days hoq)italiza- 
tion generally required and a 
two-week postoperative recovery 
period. 

The new laser procedure - called 
laser-assisted uvulopalatoplasiy - 
is usually performed as outpatient 
snjgeiy. Tht area of surgeiy is 
numbed with a local anesthetic, 
and the surgeon uses a hand-held 
laser to vaporize the excessive tis- 
sue. It ti^tens up the palate and 
trims away up to 50 percent of the 
uvula as it enlarges the air passage 
and reduttes the tissues’ ability to 
vibr^e and produce noise. 

The laser surgeiy has far fewer 
painful resnits, and the patient can 
usually go about routine activities. 
A sore diroat lasts about four to 
five d^s. up to eight d^s in the 
rare case. It taltes three to five 
sessions to adiieve conqilete re- 
sult. each tasting about 30 min- 
utes and performed four to six 
weeks apart. 

The bad news is that this proce- 
dure may change the phch of the 
vo^. either raising it or lowering 
it. And, of course, since laser 
surgeiy of this Qrpe is considered 
cosmetic in nature, most medical 
insurance plans will not pay for its 
costs. 

One word of cautioo: A large 
number of loud snorers suffer 
from sleep apnea, a condition that

More Than 400 Million Chinese 
vSufier from low Iodine 


BEIJING (Reuter) - At least 4(X) 
millioa Chinese are sufifeiing 
from iodine deficiency caused in 
parr b>' consumption of low qual- 
ity table salt, the China daily said 
recenUy. 

China would begin licensing 
salt producers, transporters and 
wholesalers as pan of a drive to 
e limina te diseases caused by io- 
dine deficiency by year 2uOO. the 
newspaper quoted an official with 
industry' regulator China National 
Salt Industry Corp as saying. 

“It's known that qi least 40D 
million Chinese suffer from io- 
dine deficienc>'." the nmvspaper 
said. 

Consumers were being urged 
not to buy salt from private pro- 
ducers. many of whom had cut 
costs nnd prices by not adding io- 


dine. the official was quoted as 
sa> ing. 

.About 25 percent of ihc eight 
million tons of edible salt sold in 
China last ye;ir was sold by pri- 
\'atc producers and did not lui\'e 
staie-mand.'ucd levels of iodine, 
lire offtcial said. 

Cliina Iiad spent iicnrh 1 .0 bil- 
lion yuan ($120 iTiillionl to com- 
bat iodine deficiency and had 
received $27 million in World 
Bank loans this 3 'cor to pronroic 
the use of iodized salt, he said. 

Consumption of iodized salt is 
the main intake of iodine for 
many rural and inland Chinese 
whose diets often do not contain 
other sources of iodine.

Mushroom in Russian 
Enclave 

MOSCOW (AFP) - The number 
of people who tested positive for 
the HIV vims that causes AIDS 
tripled in a month in the Russian 
enclave of Kaliningrad, prompt- 
ing medical authorities to declare 
an alert.

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Copper and Gold Mine 
in Tropical Mountains 
Makes $1 Million a Day 


TEMBAGAPURA, INDONESIA 
(AFP) ' Id cold, thin air, as horns 
are sounded against a background 
of roaring motors, more chan 40 
tons of dark rocks are pulled 
from a gaping mountain into a 
giant waiting truck. 

Here, at an altitude of just over 
4, (XX) meters (13,200 feet) in the 
hean of Irian Jay a. Indonesia’s 
easternmost province, is the do- 
main of Freeport, one of the three 
greatest copper and gold mines on 
Earth. It also produces silver. 

Set in tropical forests populated 
by Melanesians — some still living 
a stone-age lifestyle — this mine 
makes an average profit of more 
than S I million per day. 

Anywhere on Earth, you 
would have trouble finding a mine 
that is more difficult to reach. A 
mountain set among the highest 
peaks between the Himalayas and 
the Andes has been blasted open 
so Freeport can get at its ore. 

The mine swallows the moun- 
tain at 'an average daily rate of 

525,000 metric tons. Some 
4(X),000 tons are rocks with -no 
economic value, which are 
dumped in two neighboring val- 
leys. 

From the ore left behind, the ' 
comfKiny extracts on site around 
IS tons of a concentrate coatain- 
ing copper and gold. What is leh 
alter that is discarded into the val- 
ley's streams. 

Here you find the biggest 
(rucks, the biggest excavators, the 
world's highest industrial cable- 
way, not to mention Dantesque 
wells 600 meters (nearly 2,(X)0 
feet) deep through which the ore. 
once crushed, drops to the treat- 
ment plant. 

It leaves the site in a semi-liq- 
uid state, traveling about 100 kil- 
ometres (about 60 miles) by 
pipeline to a pon in an all but 
impenetrable mangrove swamp 
along Irian Jaya's Arafura sea 
coast. 

Financial staiisrics relating to 
operating company PT Freepon- 
Indonesia (PTHj are on the same 


massive scale as the mine itself — 
$5 million in average daily reve- 
nue, yielding just over Si million 
in daily profits. 

Its New Orleans-based parent 
- Freepon McMoran Copper and 
Gold Inc. (FCX) — in less chan 10 
years has become one of the top 
500 U.S. companies thanks to this 
mining concern, in which it holds 
more dian 80 percent of the stock. 

According to company figures, 
the mine produced a little more 
than 456.000 tons of copper, 
38,100 of gold (1.36 million 
ounces) and 73,612 of silver (2.63 
million ounces) in 1995. 

Its proven reserves are still in- 
creasing and are already sufficient 
to keep the mine going for nearly 
half a century, with estimated gold 
reserves alone worth more chan 
S50 billion. 

Tembagapura — "copper town" 
in Indonesian - was built at an 
altitude of nearly 2,(KK) meters 
(6,600 feet) to support the mine. 
It lies in a narrow valley where 
every flat surface seems to have 
been made artiricially. 

The town now has nearly 

10,000 inhabitants, mainly un- 
married woricers, who live in dor- 
mitories. 

To reach it, in little more than 
10 kilometres (six miles) you 
climb 1 ,000 meters (3,300 feet) at 
an Incline sometimes approactung 
30 percent. 

Only company vehicles are al- 
lowed, while security guards 
flanked by gun-toting soldiers in 
combat gear guard (he entrance.

U.S. Government Retreats on Disputed Patent for Tribesman's Blood 


NEW YORK CAP) - The U.S. 
government has quietly offered to 
abandon its rights to a micro- 
scopic bit of blood that stirred up 
a transoceanic storm of contro- 
vert, a decision critics welcome 
as a step back from the aggressive 
patenting of life forms. 

The white blood cells, infected 
with a rare virus, were drawn 
from a member of a primith'e 
Papua New Guinea trfte and were 
thought to have commeiciol pos- 
sibilities - for vaccine develop- 
ment or other uses. 

After the U.S. National Insti- 
tutes of Health obtained a patent 
last year on the "cell line,‘*or cul- 
ture, Third World activists de-- 
nounced it as “genetic 
colonialism.'' The Papua New 
Guinea government questioned 
w'hether the claim violated that 
Western Pacific nation’s sover- 
eignly. 

Now the NIH is offeiiiig to 
transfer the patent rights to a trust 
benefiting the remote tribe, the 
Hagahai, said sources involved in 
the discussions, some of whom 
spoke on condition their names 
not be divulged. 

But biotechnology companies 
ha\’e shown no interest in the cell 
line. And as its commercial poten- 


tial fades, so does Papua New 
Guinea's interesL 

Carol Jenkins, a medical an- 
thropologist in Papua New 
Guinea who championed Hagahai 
rights in the dispute, has now xeo- 
ommended against the transfet, 
citing the legal expense and 
$6,000 in fees the U.S. Patent and 
Trademaric office asks to maintain 
the patent, s^id her I^al advise^ 
Henry Gieely. 

Or. Jenkins decided it wasn't 
worth the tiiDe and effort,’' smd 
the Stanford Untveisiti' law pro- 
fessor As a result the NIH is ex- 
pected to abandon the pateiU. 

Although the cell line may be 
teachiiig a scientific dead end, the 
Canada-based activists who led 
the aziti-NlH criticism hailed the 
retreat on the patent as a victory 
against unfair e7q}loitation of poor 
countries’ genetic resources. 

“It will be significant to in- 
digenous people in particular;'’ 
said Jan Christie of the Rural Ad- 
vancement Foundation Intema- 
nonaL “It signals that it is 
begiiining to filter through to peo- 
ple in patent offices that these is- 
sues are serious and are not going 
away.” 

The NIH has also decided, 
meanwhile, to discourage fiiture 


govemment pateids on cell lines. 

“We were blindly patenting 
thiiigs that were poentable,*' .said 
a w^-placed somoe at NIH head- 
quarters in Bethesda, Maryland. 
“The PNC cell Itne certain)^ fdl 
within that category . “ 

Hiis source said the policy 
change resulted from a broad re- 
view of wasteful patera practice 
not fipom the P^ua New Guiiiea 
controversy. 

But Christie saw the timing as 
significanL “It means tiiey’te Udt- 
ing seriously the criticism about 
patenting human cell lines, even if 
they don't admit it,” she said. 

It is the latest NIH retiencb- 
roeiA in the contentious area of 
pfltgnHng life forms. Previously 
the government mescal research 
agency had ended hs practice of 
seeking blanket patents on human 
DNA fragments even before their 
functions were determined. 

Religious leaders in the United 
Slates and Western European poli- 
ticians are among those proposing 
moratoriums on the patenting 
genes and other life forms, saying 
life is not a product of ^nman in-' 
ventioa . 

But the biotechnology industiy 
says patents, which protect fiiture 
returns on costly investments, are 


a necessary support for human ge- 
netic research. 

The 300 or so Hagahai, loiig 
hidden in the New Guinea forests, 
first made contact whb the outside 
world in 1983, a^r which 
Jexikiss, an American workup for 
a P^oa New Guinea govemmea 
institute, b^an working with 
them. 

hi the late 1980s, she and NIH 
researchers sanq>led Hagahai 
blood as part of an NIH program 
to test remote populations for vi- 
rus variants. Hagahai were found 
to cany a huziian T-ceD leukemia 
vires but not develop the disease. 

Intrigued by an apparently bo- 
nign vaxiaiit migto help them 
better understand its dearfUM- lela- 
U.S. scientists in 1991 ap- 
plied for a patent on a cell line 
de\'eloped from a tribesman's 
blood. 

It meant that for 17 years the 
U.S. govemmezit - or a compaixy 
that bought rights to the patent - 
would have sole right to use that 
individual’s virus-infected cells 
for o)inmeiciai purposes. 

Jei^ns also retained tights as 
an “inventor” of the ceU li^, but 
she had said she would devote any - 
eventual royalties to benefiting 
the Hagahai. 


Brazil Eco Chief Vows Tight 
Rein for Foreign Loggers 


NEW YORK (Retter) - Brazil's 
top environmenial official, saying 
I he Latin American nation was no 
"Banana Republic," vowed to 
keep a tight rein on Asian loggmg 
ccunpames moving into the vast 
Amazon rain forest. 

At the start of a $250 million 
private fimdiaising effon to pre- 
serve tracts of the Amazon, &ivi- 
ronment Minister Gustavo Krause 
told Reuters late Saturday Malay- 
sian and other loggers would be 
welcome only if they acted whhin 
the law. 

'-^"If the Malaysians don’t leave 
our forests in peace, we won't 
leave the Malaysians in peace," 
he said as T-shined Amazon In- 
dian chiefs and rubber tapers min- 
gled with men and women in 
evening dress. 

"For them to come (to Brazil) 
acting as if it's a Banana Republic, 
why, then, they are going to have 
a very rough time of it.” he said. 

The recent arrival in the Ama- 
zon River basin of three Asian 
logging companies, including Ma- 
laysia's WTK group, one of the 
world's biggest timber compa- 
nies, has heightened enviroameD- 
talists' fears about the devastation 
of one of the last great wilderness 
on Earth. 

Data from Brazil's Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
IBAMA show that 11 percent of 
Brazil's Amazon forest has been 
cleared and the rate is speeding 
up. During 1994, S.7S0 square 
miles (14,900 sq km) were cm 
down, up from 4.300 square miles 
(IU30sqkm)in 1993. 

WTK and Malaysia’s Samling 
Corp have heavily logged in Ma- 


laysia's Sarawak region, where 
critics say serious ecological dam- 
age has been done to tropical for- 
ests. 

The companies have been 
joined by Fortune Timber, owned 
by the Chinese government and 
Hong Kong investors, in buyin/' 
out bankrupt Brazilian companies. 
IBAMA sa>'s the three own 1 1 . i 
million acres (4.S million hectare) 
of Amazon timber land. 

Krause rejected what he called 
"tile scientific and political kli- 
oqr" of the idea thu the Amazon 
r^ion and its countless species 
belonged to the world m large and 
not Brazil. 

"What belongs to mankind is 
(the Amazon’s) genetic diver- 
sity ,' ' he said. * 'Thai Is sometiiing 
we can exploit ... while limiting*''' 
ill-effects.” 

Brazil only has about 80 envi- 
ronmental inspectors in the Ama- 
zon, an almosi-roadless area the 
size of Western Eurt^. Krause 
said Brazil would monitor its no- 
toriously negligent timber indus- 
try more and more by saieUite, a 
method that also would limit offi- 
cial corruption. 

Krause spoke at a $I,(X)0-a- 
persou reception and concert at 
Lincoln Center Concert Hall 
launching the seventh in an annual 
series of seminars and presenta- 
tions about the Amazon. 

The series is run by the non- 
profit Amanaka’a Amazon Net- 
work and marks the start of an 
effort to raise $25Q million to pre- 
serve 123 million acres (49 mij- 
lion hectare) of tropical forest. Jn 
area bigger than the state of Cali- 
fornia.

CANBERRA (AFP) - Tropical 
diseases are being unleashed in 
new areas of the world because of 
global wanning, a Harvard pro- 
fessor told a health conference 
here earlier. 

Many papers presented to the 
Climate Change and Human 
Health in the Asia Pacific Confer- 
ence showed the scenario is more 
than a warning — it is already 
happening. 

Harvard School of Public 
Health Professor Paul Epstein said 
vectors and the diseases they 
cany, like malaria and dengue fe- 
ver, are being reported at higher 
altitudes in Africa, Asia, and I^tin 
America than at ai^ time this cen- 
tury. Climate change is also ex- 
pected to spread these diseases and 
ones like encephalitis and yellow 
fever into other latitudes, he said, 

Epstein told the Green- 
peace/Ausiralian Medical Asso- 


ciation Conference that several 
factors arc involved in the emer- 
gence. resurgence and redistribu- 
tion of infections. 

"Long term warming trends 
and altered climate vari^ility may 
already be having impacts on d^ 
ease paiieros and in directions 
consistent with those projected un- 
der global warming scenarios. " he 
warns. 

"Further scenarios of disease 
distribution indicate a continu- 
ation of this trend." 

Epstein said a working group 
of the Inter-Goveromencal Panel 
on Climue Change has warned 
health Impact from ditnate change 
will be overwhelmingly negatiy^ 

Eminent epidemiologist 
thony McMichael of the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine, said some vector or- 
ganisms that spread tropical dis- 
eases were hampered by their 
sensitivity to climates.

Dorothy Lamour, Sultry Girl of ‘Road^ Movies, Dies 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Dorothy 
Lamour, the sultry, sarong-wear- 
ing sidekick of Bob Hope and Bing 
Crosby when they went on the 
"road," died Sunday. Sie was 81. 

Miss Lamour's cause of death 
was not immediaiely detennined, 
said longtime blend and former 
publicist Frank Labennan. He said 
she had been ill, and died at her 
North Hollywood home. 

"She was a very popular, 
sweet lady," he said. 

•A New Orleans native, she 
often got typecast as a sort of 
female Tarzan in a string of island- 
iheme movies in die late 1930s and 
early '40s. 

She first donned the wrap- 
around garment that made her fa- 
mous in her very first film, the 
1936 movie "Jungle Princess." 
She went on to pl^ similar parts 
in the 1937 John Ford specta^ar 
"The Huiric^e," "Typhoon" 
and "Beyond the Blue Horizon." 

She also wore her sarong in the 
first of the Hope-Crosby "road" 
pictures, "The Road to Singa- 
pore," in 1940. It was the start of 
a fertile comic relationship. 

The trio went on "The Road to 
Zanzibar," 1941; "The Road to 
Morow," 1942; "The Road to 
Utopia." 1943; "The Road to 
Rio," 1948; "The Road to Bali," 
1933; and "The Road to H<mg 
Kong." 1962. The fUms com- 
bined adventure, slsqistick, zany 
ad libs and inside-show-bizsuire. 
Lamour played the exotic brunette 
who fell in league with the play- 
boy with. the ski-jump nose and his 


smooth-voiced pal who vied for 
her aneniions. 

"Ii’s a prcnic working with 
Bob - and Bing, too," she said in 
a 1942 Associated Press inter- 
view.

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German Mark Slides as 
Confidence in EMU Grows 
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LONDON (AFP) - The German 
mark continued to lose ground 
against other European currencies 
early Monday on European mar- 
kets, amid growing certainty 
about the progress towards a sin- 
gle currency, dealers said. 

By mid-morning, the mark had 
sipped to 3.3872 French francs 
on the London foreign excfaan^ 
market from 3.3892 late Friday 
while the U.S. dollar was miaed 
ahead of Tu^day's Federal Re- 
serve policy meeting. 

It was worth 1.5164 marks 
from 1.5146 late Friday and 
109.81 yen against 109.82. 

"The mark is likely to continue 
weakening, as the progress made 
last weekend in Dublin (at the 
infonnal meeting of European Un- 
ion finance ministers) on the sta- 
bility pact has eased concerns 
about the future of the single cur- 
rency," said Kit Jukes, analyst 
with Bridsh lnvescnient Bank Nat- 
west Maikec. 

”This meeting showed that pro- 
gress towards the realization of 
European Monetary Union is con- 
tinuing even if there were no big 
surprise," be said. 

EU finance loinisters agreed on 
a framework for a new European 


exchange rate mechanism, which 
would link the Euro with external 
currencies. 

The 15 ministers also agreed in 
principle to set up a stability pact 
to enforce budgetary discipline 
among countries that adopt the 
single currency. 

But key details on the flexibil- 
ity of the stability pact remain 
unresolved, such as the size of 
fuses against countries that allow 
their budget deficits to rise above 
the lifnit of three percent of gross 
domestic product and the defini- 
tion of circumstances which will 
allow countries to escape sanc- 
tions. 

Jukes said the Italian and Span- 
ish bond markets welcomed the 
progress in Dublin, and this has 
supported the lira and the peseta. 

The French franc, meanwhile, 
has continued to gain ground 
against the mark. 

On the dollar, traders are anx- 
iously awaiting Tuesday’s meet- 
ing of the U.S. Federal Reserve’s 
monetary committee. Opinion is 
divided over whetiier ihe Fed will 
tighten interest rates or leave 
monetary policy unchanged. 

Jukes predicted a quarter-point 
rise in U.S. lending rates. 

The pound sterfing fell back 


against most other currencies, 
chancellor of the exchequer Kea- 
netb Clarice and Bank of Fngi.md 
governor Eddie George were due 
to hold their regular monthly 
meeting on monetary polity in the 
afternoon. 

No change in British interest 
rates is expected. Jukes said.

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KILLARNEY. IRELAND (AFP) 
- European agriculture minisrers 
cm Monday attacked Britain’s de- 
cision to shelve a slaughter of up 
to 150,000 cattle at-risk of "mad 
cow" disease and ruled out any 
early moves to lift the worldwide 
export ban unless the cull goes 
ahead. 

The stand-off has raised fears 
that the union is on track for a 
^ fresh polirical crisis over beef at a 
summit of EU leaders in Dublin 
next week. "That is now a real 
risk," a senior EU official ac- 
knowledged. 

As titey began two days of in- 
formal talks overshadowed by ibe 
row, the farm ministers made it 
clear they would be demanding 
explanations for Britain's decision 
to renege on a commitment given 
? by Prime Minister John Major to 
other EU leaders at their Florence 
^ summit in June. 

Bri tain has justified its decision 
by citing a' study which suggests 
that ''Bseine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy (BSE), or mad 
cow disease, will die out nacuraily 
by tire year 2001. 

Portuguese AgriciUcuFe Minis- 
to* Fernando Comes da Silva ex- 
pressed widespread irritation by 
accusing Britain of adting "wholly 
withaircoosulting the others." 

"It would have been better to 
discuss a little with the community 
before taking the decision." he 
said. 

"Britain has put itself in isola- 
tion once more,” French Minister 
Philippe Vasseur said, reiterating 
his government's view that any 
moves to rela.x the seven-month 
beef ban. even for BSE-free herds, 
were linked to full implementation 
of the cull. 

"It has always been said that the 
lifting of the ban would be pro- 
gressive and linked to Britain's 
slaughter program," Vasseur said. 

With criticism pouring down 
on him almost ns hard as the rain 
on Ireland's beauiifu) southwest-' 
era tip, British Minister Douglas 


Hogg put a brave face on the 14-1 
line-up. 

"I look forward to working co- 
operatively ... to see if there are 
steps we can all agree on, for 
example certified herds, that will 
allow us to move forward, " Hogg 
said. 

Dutch Minister Jozies Van

ATHENS (AFP) - The long-rul- 
ing socialists proved they can still 
win elections without their (ate 
longtime Leader Andreas Papan- 
dreou as they swept to victory with 
a new-look party to steer Greece 
into the next cenruiy. 

With most votes counted, the 
Interior Miitistiy 'oo Monday said 
Pasok, the Pauhellenic Socialist 
Party led by incumbem Prime 
Mmisier Costas Sinutis, took an 
absolute majority of 162 seats in 
the 300-member parliament 
against 108 seats for its right-wing 
rival New Democracy. 

Though Pasok’s represeiuation 
was down from its cunent 170 
seats, three smaller leftist parties 
all won seats, making for a net 
strengthening of the left wing in 
parliament at the Conservatives’ 
expense. 

In a victory speech late Sun- 
day, Simitis, M, the champion of 
Greece’s active participation in 
the European Union, said the bal; 
lot showed "Greeks want to take a 
new direction." 

"It’s a victory for ail those who 
believe in social justice, for those 
who dream of a better future, for 
chose who believe in solid society, 
for those who believe in the com- 
petitiveoess of the Greek econ- 
omy, ” be said. 

His words were echoed a 
jubilant pro-socialist press Mon- 
day, which said the ballot, only 
three months after Papandreou's 
death, had set Greece on a "new 
path" by strengthening the center- 
left pole under Simitis, whose in- 
sistence on economic austerity 
broke sharply with Papandreou's 
expansionist policies. 

Simitis met early Monday with 
Head of State Costis Stepbanopou- 
tos, who charged him vrith fonn- 


ing a new go\'ernraem. 

His immediate (ask will be 
choosing his Cabinet before he 
gets down to drawing up his for- 
eign and domestic program, 
which must be presented to the 
new Parliament within two weeks 
of its first session. 

A close aide to Simitis said 
"The choice of ministers will de- 
pend in pan on how they score in 
the legislative ballot and the num- 
ber of votes they won in their 
districts." 

The three smaller leftist win- 
ners on Sunday were: the Commu- 
nist KKE Party, whi6h won 11 
seats, tile Synaspismos Coalition, 
unrepresented in the outgoing par- 
liament which took 10 seats in the 
new body , and the Populist Demo- 
craiic Renewal Movement 
(OIKKI) which stood for the first 
lime and won nine seats. 

While the New Democracy's 
108-seat take was down two from 
the current parliament, the politi- 
cal spring nationalists, who had 1 1 
outgoing seats, failed to win any 
in the new body.

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WHO Warns Women 
Orer Pill Stroke Risk 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organization (WHO) has 
warned women not to take oral con- 
traceptives if they have high blood 
pressure because of evidence 
indicating that the pill increases 
their risk of having a stroke. 

WHO said its conclusions were 
based on a ten-year study begun in - 
1986 and involving almost 8J00 
women in 1 7 countries. 

"The study has confirmed that 
women with a history of hyperten- 
sion who use the pill are at a sub- 
stantially higher risk of stroke. 
Therefore, high blood pressure 
should be regarded as an important 
contra-indication to pill use," said 
Dr. Neil Poulter.ofthe Department 
of Epidemiology and Public 
Health of University College Lon- 
don. 

The findiugs. cited by WHO in a 
statement Irom its headquartcis in 


Geneva, are published in the Au- 
gust 24 issue of die British medical 
journal the Lancet. 

WHO said the risk of cerebral 
hemorrhage increased slightly in 
women over 35 who were on the 
pill. However the risk did not in- 
crease for women under 33. 

The pill also appeared to 
slightly aggravate the risk of cere- 
bral ischemia - a blocked blood- 
vessel on the brain - but the risk 
was lower in women under 35 and 
for those who did not smoke or 
whose blood pressure was normal. 
WHO said 

Among Europe'ans taking the 
low-dose mini-pill in use since the 
1970s, the added risk of suffering 
one or other form of stroke was put 
at tw'o in 1 00,000 users a year. 

The risks were similar in devel- 
oped and developing countries, 
WHO said.

Founded 157 years ago. the 
tradition-steeped college said it 
will make no changes except for 
minor adjustments in physical 
training and accommodations to 
protect toe privacy of toe cadets. 

Female cadets "will be treated 
precisely as we treat male cadets," 
said General Josiah Bunting, toe 
school's superintendent. 

All cadets will undergo "men- 


tal stress, physical rigor, minute 
regulation of b^vior, pressures 
land) hazards" that characterize 
VMI's confromational approach 
to education, bunting said. 

On June 26, the U.S. Supreme 
Coun struck down the school's 
. policy of barring women, saying 
that neither VMI's goal of produc- 
ing citizen-soldiers nor its teach- 
ing methods were incompsuible 
with admitting women. 

The court also criticized the 
state's decision to blunt criticism 
by caning a separate military- 
style facility for women, calling it 
a pale imiiaiion of what VMl of- 
foed men. 

If toe school had continued to 
bar women, it would have had to 
declare itself private and forfeit 
some 10 million dollars in public 
funds. 

The U.S. Justice Oepanment 
on Saturday hailed toe school's 
decision.
